Lessee’ Must Comply 
With Lease Terms. 


It Is Understood Gov. Brown 
Will Today Instruct Attorney 
General to File a Bill Against 
the N., C. & St. L. Railway 
for Specific Performance.

Following the position taken by the 


rallrpad commission that the Nashville, 
Chattatiooga and St. Louis Railway 
Company is not complying -with its 
lease of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road in the matter of freight rates to 
and from Chattanooga and Georgia 
points, it is understood Governor 
Brown will today instruct the attorney 
general to file a bill for specific per- 
formance against the lessee. 

Governor Brown stated Monday that 
he would announce his decision in the 
case Tuesday, and it is believed he will 
take this course in compelling an en- 
forcement of the lease contract. 

Such a bill for specific performance 
will ask the court that the lessee be 
made to show cause why it should not 
comply with the provisions of its lease. 
Should the governor take such action 
the attorney general will probably file 
the bill in the federal court here, since 
the lessee of the state road is a ftor- 
eign corporation. 

Must Apply State Rates. 

There is a provision in the lease of 
the state road to the effect that the 
lessee shall apply the same frates to 
shipments between Chattanooga and 
points in Georgia as are applied by the 
railroad commission to shipments be- 
tween points in this state. 

Instead of complying with this pro- 
vision the lessee has applied the rates 
fixed by the Southern wicenagptnicaggaait 
which in numerous instances are con 
siderably higher than the loca] rates. 

The situation was brought to the 
attention of the railroad commission 
by Harry T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
freight bureau, some weeks ago. The 
commission decided it was powerless to 
act because the proposition involves 
interstate traffic, but cited the case to 
the governor, with the expressed opin- 
that the lessee is violating the 


Should he deem it advisabbe it is 
within the power of the governor to 
declare the lease contract void and 
take over the road. In that event it 
would be up to the lessee to take the 
case into the courts, probably by a bill 
of injunction. 

It is stipulated in the lease act that

take control of the raiieped. So that 
should he desire to do so he can imme- 
diately take such action ahd foree tne 
lessee to either surrender the lease or 


go into the eourts, or he can take the/| 


course first mentioned and instruct the 
attorney general to go into court to 
compel the lessee to comply With the 
lease and apply the local rates to all 
interstate shipments on the state road. 

When the case was heard before the 
railroad commission the company ad- 
mitted that it was applying a higher 
rate to shipments between Chatta- 
nooga and Georgia points than is re- 
quired by the commission for ship- 
ments On intrastate points, but took 
the position that the state has no 
authority to enforce any rate on an 
interstate shipment, that being a mat- 
ter with which congress alone can 
deal. 

The case involves a very knotty 
legal point, and the outcome of the 
situation is awaited with considerable 
interest,

W. B. Buchanan Plans 
Suicide With Great Care. 


“Give My Love to All My 
Friends, and Tell Them Tra- 
la-la,’’ His Letter to Room- 
mate Ends---Breaks Limbs to 
Show Spot Where He Died. 


After sending a note to his room- 
mate, telling him gogd<by dnd de- 
séribing the spot where his body would 
be found, and then breaking the limbs 
from the trees and bushes, thus mak- 
ing a path from the road to his last 
resting place for the guidance of his 
friends, W. B. Buchanan, a photogra- 
pher, boarding at 111 Walton street, 
took his own life yesterday afternoon 
about 2 o’clock in a hollow near 
Smith’s crossing, on the river car line. 

He had planned his death with great 
care ang had taken every precaution, 
both tuat there should be no hitch.in 
the execution of the deed and that his 
body should be found immediately after 
the killing. 

When (‘his letter was received the 
police were at once notified and a 
party started to the scene, arriving too 
late to prevent the suicide. The body 
was found with ease, the broken limDs 
being an aid in its location. 

Uses Single-Barrel Gun. 

The weapon used by Buchanan was 
a single-barreled shotgun. He bor- 
rowed it from a man at Forest Home, 
which is about half a mile from the 
scene of the suicide. When he came 
to the place he had selected he went 
first to the home of A. E. Haynie, 
which is about 150 yards away, and 
left the gun there, while he went back 
to the city and mailed the two letters 
to his roommate, one .of them by 
special delivery. Returning then to 
the home of Mr. Haynie, he secured 
the gun he had left, went down the 
road and, going into the woods a few 
yards, shot himself through the head. 

He is said to have .been one of the 
brightest young men and one of the 
liveliest at ‘the place where he lived 
and was well liked by all. He came 
to Atlanta about eight months ago 
and was disappointed in s@curing a 


federal position and later was forced 


to give up a business course which he 
was taking. He said that he was ‘to 
have a position in the Fourth Nationa) 
Bank building and Was to have gone to 
work this morning. 

Mr. Buchanan was unmarried, ‘about 
23 years of agé and leaves a mother 
and two brothers and. two sisters, all 
younger than himself, in Newnan. He 
lived at the home of G. L. vcantrell, 
111 Walton street. He was formerly 
in the employ of Photographer sherbet 
41% Whitehall street. 

His Letter te Reommate. 

The letter read as follows: “Mr. 
Crew Fields: An important surprise 
awaits you if you will take a river 
car, get off at Smith’s Crossing and 
go about 100 yards into the woods. 
Watch tne broken bushes ang you will! 
succeed. Notify Mr.. Griffin and Mr. 
Shannon and they can go with you 
and anyone else that you want. may 
go, too. The single-barrel gun be- 
longs to the man at Forest Home, a 
little way down the car liné. Please 
return it to him. Say, you might let 
Rev. E, F. Dempsey, of Trinity church, 
kpow,.and Mr. Adams, also.. This is 
& great deal, but it will be my last re- 
quest. Tell my mother I don’t want 
any funeral] at all, and wherever she 
wants me buried will ve O. K. Hert 
address is Mrs. A. E. Buchanan, New- 
nan, Ga, R. F. D. No. 6. So tong, 
old boy; I will see you in a better 
land than this. Sunshine be yours. 
Your true friend, W. B. Buchanan. 
Give my jove to all my friends at 111i 
(111 Walton street his boarding 
house). Tell them tra-la-la.”’ 

The secong i2tter_said that he was 
not able to bear. his gorrow, and this 
is the only clew that his friends have 
as to his motive for the deed.

bas Explosion at Grand Central 
Station Sends Tremor Along 
Manhattan's Backbone, 


FUR DISTANCE OF 2 MILES 
BUILDINGS WERE WRECKED 


Fire Broke Out in Shattered 
Ruins---Motor Car Struck 
Pipe Line and Caused Explo- 
sion-~-Street Cars, Crowded 
With Passengers, Hurled 
From Tracks by Explosion. 


New York, December 19.—The terrific 
explosion of illuminating gags in. the 
auxiliary power house at the Grand 
Central station which tore at the heart 
and sent a tremor along the entire 
rock backbone of Manhatan this morn- 
ing, caused the death of ten persons, 
two of them women, the injury of 125 
others, some of the latter fatally, and 
property damage estimated tonight at 
from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000. 

Four persons are missing and are be- 
lieved to be dead. 

Fire broke out in the shattered ruins 
of the power house again late tonight, 
but with a’ great corps of police, 
searchers and firemen on the scene, the 
blaze made little headway before be- 
ing checked. It was a weird scene in 
and about the station as the night wore 
on. No additional bodies were found 
but in a hospital Guthrie Johnston, an 
electrician, succumbed to terrible in- 
juries received in the explosion, bring- 
ing the death list up to ten. 

Few Structures Escaped, 

Hurried estimates during the day 
placed the damage at not more than 
half a million dollars, but a canvass 
of the neighborhood showed that few 
structures had escaped. Windows were 
smashed,tLiteraliy~ bythe. thousands. 
Handsome residence fronts wefe dec- 
orated with blankets, sheets, news- 
papers, burlap or old rugs as the quick- 
est substitutes for window glass. Sev- 
eral institutions in the neighborhood 
have appealed for aid to affect repairs, 
and order will not be restored 
weeks. 

The Tiffany studios at Forty-fourth 
Street and Madison avenue, fully half 
a mile from the scene of the catas- 
trophe, suffered. Valuable’ stained- 
glass windows, valued at $10,000 were 
smashed. 

Albert Seagroatt, the engineer of the 
motor car which broke the pipe line, 
was released on parole tonight at the 
instance of Assistant District Attorney 
Whitman, as there is no evidence upon 
which he can be held. 

Four Men Missing. 

Four workmen, who are missing, are 
believed to have perished, and of 124 
injured 98 were removed to hospitals, 
Of those eight may dié. An investi- 
gation by the police, the district at- 
torney’s office and the coroner's of- 
fice is under way. ‘TFraffic on the New 
York Central Railroad ceased entirely 
for some hours, and was disorganized 
for the remainder of the day, but the 
hew station itself, now in process of 
construction, was not damaged, "6 

The injured included laborers and 
other employes of the railroad, pedes- 
trians, by-standers and others in the 
vicinity of the accident. A passing 
surface car carrying seven passengers 
was lifted from its tracks and hurled 
into an automobile funning alongside. 
Four of the seven passengers were 
killed outright, but the chauffeur of 
the motor car wag only cut and 
bruised. 

For some hours it was believed that 
dynamite alone could have wrought 
such instantaneous and pulverizing 
havoc, but late in the afternoon Fire 
Chief Croker said he was convinced 
that the whole explosion was due to a 
mixture of air and illuminating gas, 
used in lighting railroad cars, touched 
off by an electric spark. The gas had 
accumulated in the auxiliary power 
house from a pronen pipe snapped off 
by a runaway “Sssenger car. 

Explosion Felt for 2 Miles. 

The force of the explosion ran north 
and south for two miles along the 
rock ridge that is the backbone of the 
island, and east and west laterally for 
amile. Foundations were jarred, walis 
were shaken out of plumb, windows 
were brown in by the thowsand, ceil- 
ings came crashing down 6n the heads 
of those underneath, and the pave- 
ments were littered with a mass of 
pulverized glass. 

As nearly as can be determined thi 
is how the accident occurred: A train 
load of empty passenger cars, hauled 
by an electric motor, in ‘eharge of 
Albert Seagroatt, got out of control 
of the brakes, crashed into a steel and 
concrete buffer post, snapped the post 
off and rammed a pile of lumber be- 
hind the post into a 2%-inch gas main, 
connecting with the taps from which 
the tanks of the passenger cars are 
charged at 250 pounds to the square 
inch. 

Reservoir of Gas Exploded. 

By the testimony of the metorman 
and that of John A. Quinn, a brick- 
layer working on the main power 
house, adjoining the auxiliary house, 
the time of the break in the pipe is 
approximated at a few moments after 
& o'clock. Two clocks stopped by the 
jar fix the time of the explosion it- 
self at 8:22. In the interval, the broken

THURSDAY AS “PARDON DAY” 


Beginning the first of next year, 


Governor Brown will set apart Thurs- 
day of each week as “pardon day,’ or 
the day on which applications for 
clemency may be argued before him by 
attorneys and others representing ap- 
plicants for executive ckemency. 

On no other day of the week will 
the governor devote any time to hearing 
applications for pardon. 
“The number of applications for 
‘clemency has reached such proportions 
that the majority of the time of tire 
executive office is now taken up with 
their consideration,” declared Gov- 
ernor Brown. 

“There are on the average of five to 
eight applications to be considered 
each day. People representing con- 
¥Victs wishing pardons are coming into 
the office in a constant stream, and it 
is absolutely impossible to give them 
ali hearings, and at the Same time 
transact the other business of the state. 

“T am convinced that the honest peo- 
ple of the state, the law-abiding peo- 
ple, have some rights just as well as 
eonvicts have, and I, as governor, canr- 
not be expected to use up all ‘their 
‘time by hearing pardon cases. 

‘It will be absolutely necessary for 
me to set apart one day on which cases 
of this character can be heard, and 
after the first of the year I will set 
apart Thursday of each week for this 
purpose.” 

It will be understood, of course, that 

e day will not be all the time which 
the governor will give to the pardon 


applications. It will be impossible to 
dispose of them all in one day, but his 
decision is that only one day of each 
week will be allowed for argument. It 
will still require no small part of his 
time to give them private considera- 
tion, such as reading petitions and ex- 
amining the récords in the cases.

Who scores mileage rule which re- 
quires traveling men to exchange 
mileage for tickets. 


M'CORD SCORES 
RAILROAD. RULE 


No Reason in’ Mileage 
Exchange, He Says. 


Traveling Men Interested in the 
Case of M. E. Mosely, Who 
Was Put Off Train Because 
He Did Not Have Time to Ex- 
change Mileage for Ticket. 


Members of the Travelers’ Protect- 
ive Association in Atlanta are exceed- 
ingly interested in the story in yes- 
terday morning’s Constitution to the 
effect that M.-E. Mosely, a traveling 
man, had been ejected from a Southern 
passenger train because he tendered 
his mileage as fare in leu of a ticket. 

According to the dispatch, Mosely, 
who is traveling out of Macon, was put 
off the train by the auditor between 
Cochran and Macon. It is stated that 
he boarded the train at Cochran, but 
did not have time to exchange his 
mileage for a ticket at the station. as 
is required by the rules of the rail- 
road companies. When he tendered 
his mileage the auditor would not 
accept it, and Mosely was put off. 

Barred by the Crowd. 

It is said that Mosely tried hard to 
get a ticket, but the agent did not 
get to him before the train pulled 
out because of the crowd in front of 
the ticket window. 

“The ejection of this traveling man 
emphasizes the hardship worked upon 
those who hold mileage books by this 
rule of the railroads,” declared Sec- 
retary J. H. Andrews, of the Trav- 
elers’ Protective Association. vo | 
an experience anyone of about 3,000 
or more traveling men and Others are 
likely to meet with any day in the 
week. 

“Sometimes the ticket windows are 
so crowded with ticket purchasers 
that a man does not have time to 
exchange his mileage for a ticket. 
Then he has to climb aboard, pay his 
fare in cash or be put off, while at 
the same time he has mileage in his 
pocket for which he has already paid 
the company. 

“I suppose the action of the auditor 
in putting the traveling man off his 
train will be used in making a test 
of the rule in the courts. 

Can’t Wait That Long. 

“However, should that be done it 
may require two or three years to get 
a final decision and the Travelers’ 
Protective Association does not intend 
to be delayed in the matter. 

“The association will first put up to 
the railroad companies the repeal of 
the rule requiring an exchange of 
mileage for tickets at railroad sta- 
tions, and if nothing satisfactory is 
done about it, the case will be carried 
at once before the railroad commis- 
sion. 

“The mileage rule proposition will 
be taken up at the meeting of the as- 
sociation on the night of December 31 
and then definite plans will be mapped 
out for handling the situation.” 

H. Y. McCord, of the McCord-Stew- 
art Company, one of the best known 
members of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association, expressed himself in op- 
position to the mileage book rule. 

“I am in thorough accord with the 
movement to bring this rule before the 
railroad commission in the effort to 
| remove an unnecessary burden from 
the traveling men,” said he. “I have 
never been able to see any reason for 
a rule requiring that a person shal]! 
exchange mileage for a ticket at rail- 
road stations when he carries fare in 
his pocket in the shape of a mileage 
book. I cannot understand -why it 
would not be as easy for a conductor 
to pull the mileage as it is for the 
agent to sell the ticket. 

“I have seen traveling men stand 
and wait at a ticket window for half 
an hour in order to get mileage ex- 
changed for a ticket. Al] this lost 
time at railroad stations means a great 
deal to traveling men who buy the 
mileage books in an effort to avoid 
delays and to save time. 

“I think it is high time some effort 
is made to relieve the traveling pub- 
lic of this troublesome burden. I am 
giad it is to be brought before the 
railroad commission.”

the work to start at once. 

The paper adopted by council is the 
official legal wind-up of one of the 
most important public improvements 
which has been made in Atlanta in 


many years. 
How. the Work Was Started. 

The Constitution started the fight 
for a wider Marietta street some time 
ago and kept it up until something 
was done. Councilman W. T. Winn be- 
came interested in the matter and 
never let up until the last action of 
council Monday afternoon ended the 
work so far as the legal status went. 

Now the physical work will be car- 
ried on as rapidly as possible, and 
when the street has been widened it 
will be repaved with wood block as far 
as North avenue, and from there to 
the city limits with bitulithic by the 
county. 

The action of council was unanimous. 


Provisions That Were Made. 

The paper adopted made the follow- 
ing provisions: 

1. That the $3,000 be accepted from 
the county, the $7,500 from the Georgia 
Railway. and Electric Company, and 
the $10,000 from citizens on the north 
side of Marietta street. 

2. That the city accept the deeds for 
the 10-foot strip from property own- 
ers on the north side of Marietta 
street. | 

3. That the city employ Architect 
Wachendorff to make plans for the re- 
moval and remodeling of the buildings 
to be moved back to the new Iine on 
the north side of the street, and that 
he be paid 10 per cent for his work. 

4. That the city advertise for bidders 
to do the work as soon as the archi- 
tect’s plans are ready. 

.5. That all the money donated for 
the purpose be collected by the city be- 
fore the contracts are let. 

6. That the city appropriate for the 
work the $13,000 which was set aside 
for the repaving of the street.

No Action, However, Taken 
on Increase for Mayor 
and City Attorney. 


' Several salaries were raised by 
council yesterday afternoon. An ef- 
fort was made to stop some of the 
raises, but the report of the salary 
committee went through without a 
change. 

The salaries raised were as follows: 

Chief of the fire department, from 
$3,000 to $3,600; recorder, from $3,000 
to $3,600; recorder pro tem., from 
$1,200 to $1,500; the building inspector, 
from $2,400 to $2,700: chief plumbing 
inspector, from $1,600 to $1,800; assist- 
ant plumbing inspector, from $1,200 
to $1,400; mayor’s secretary, from 
$1,500 to $2,000; sanitary chief, from 
$2.400 to $3,000; city warden, from 
$1,350 to $1,600: chief of construction, 
from $3,600 to $4,000.

Louisiana Plans to Stamp Out 
the Habit-Forming 
| | Drugs. 


New Orleans, December 19.—Follow- 
ing the fight made by the authorities 
of New Orleans on the promiscuous 
sale of cocaine and other habit-form- 
ing drugs the state board of health 
has taken the matter up, and the cru- 
sade will be made state-wide. 

Serious objection has been offered 
by druggists and dentists to the pro- 
posed measure sought to be incorporat- 
ed into the code of the state health 
board, chief among those objections 
being that the new act in the code will 
prevent both retail and wholesale deal- 
ers from keeping a supply on hand. 

“We have between twenty-five thou- 
sand and thirty thousand drug fiends 
in our midst,” said District Attorney 
St. Clair Adams this morning, “and 
while these are principally negroes, 
many are in the higher walks of life. 

‘It is my opinion that the objections 
to restrictions being placed on the 
sale of habit-forming drugs arises from 
misapprehension of the meaning of 
the new act proposed. 

“It is true, however, that one section 
of the proposed measure provides that 
no prescription containing habit-form- 
ing. drugs may be refilled. 

“These drugs have been sold to peo- 
ple, high and low, like rice, sugar 


and other ordinary commodities, and 
this simply means that Louisiana will 
follow in the footsteps of other states 
and enforce rigid restrictions in the 
sale of cocaine and otker drugs of like 
nature.”

The city engineer submitteg an esti- 
mate for the remainder of the sewers, 
which will cost $61,000. Contracts 
were not let for this work at this time, 
because there is already a sewer that 
can be temporarily used near the city 
and because the sections near the dis- 
posal plant cannot be laid until the 
exact site of the plant is determined 
upon, and this cannot be done until 
the contractors lay the foundations.

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‘AN INTOLERABLE NUISANCE, 

Because he could not reach a depot agent in time to exchange 
his mileage for a ticket,a commercial traveler was the other day 
ejected from a train near Macon. 

The interésting feature is that this instance parallels identically 
the case in North Carolina upon which a commercial traveler, sued 
the carrier and secured a verdict confirming damages from the su- 
preme court. : 

The ratlroads in-this part of the country require that owners 
of mileage books exchange mileage for tickets before boarding trains. 
Other. railroads in other parts of the country see no necessity for 
a fool regulation of this kind—but that’s another question. 

In the case cited from Macon, the drummer sought to comply 
with the rule, but so great was the crowd at the window that the 
agent did not, according to witnesses, succeed in getting to the drum- 
mer before the arrival of the train. 

When the train auditor demanded a ticket, the drummer ex- 
plained the circumstances and proffered his mileage book. The 
tender was refused, and over his protest he was ejected from the 
train. 


In the North Carolina case the drummer sued. Upon appeal: 


the case went to the supreme court. That body awarded him heavy 
damages, and the chief: justice expressed. the opinion that the rule 
requiring the exchange of mileage books for tickets was vicious 
and unreasonable. 

There is.no reason why the same course should not obtain in 
Georgia—that is, conceding that the state railroad commission does 
not in the meantime take action in the premises. 

It was no fault of the drummer, in the Macon case, that. he 
boarded the train without a ticket. Like every other commercial 
traveler, time is the most precious thing in his equipment. He is 
not to be held responsible for the fact that when he sought to com- 
ply with the railroad’s arbitrary rule, he was prevented from doing 
so by the throng of passengers at the ticket window. 

But that did not prevent the railroad from penalizing him for 
a fault that originated in its own exactions, and that may be du- 
plicated at any station upon any railroad in Georgia. 

The Travelers’ Protective Association of Georgia will hold its 
annual meeting December 31. 

At that time the matter will be thoroughly considered and plans 
put afoot to secure relief from this intolerable exaction, by appeal 
to the railroad commission, and to the courts, if necessary.

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MAKING LIFE SAFE ON PEACHTREE. 


_ The first official step toward relieving the dangerous conges- 
tion of traffic on Peachtree street was taken yesterday, when the 
city council passed g resolution aiming at definite measures to 
that end. : 

Since a majority of the members of the outgoing council are to 
hold-over in the new council, the resolution indorsed yesterday is 
equivalent to committing the council of 1911. 

_ Concrete action in the premises should be one of the first duties 
of the new council, after it has transacted the routine business in- 
separable to the maintenance of the city’s administration. 

Human life is not at present safe on Peachtree street! 

The menace to life on this important thoroughfare has kept an 
upward ratio commensurate with the city’s growth and the increas- 


‘ing strain upon the one through avenue connecting the northern 


limits of the city with its. business center. 

This is not to take into account the inconvenience and delay 
which are, in themselves, becoming daily more expensive to the 
city’s business interests. 

Peachtree street occupies a peculiar relation to a huge segment 
estimated as almost one-fourth of the city’s most thickly populated 
area. | 

Before Atlanta attained the dignity even of a town, Peachtree 
on account of its*topographical location, was a natural ridge or 
watershed for a vast expanse of territory. : 

Following the logic of growth, and in due course of time, this 
watershed was converted into a highway and the highway into a city 
street and a main-traveled road in the stretch between the city and 
the country beyond. : 

As an inevitable result, Peachtree has become a traffic-funnel, 
gathering up traffic from and distributing it to a vast area, creating 
a constantly aggravated congestion, growing in extent and peril to 
life and limb as the tributary territory on the right hand and the 
left takes on population by leaps and bounds. 

The wonder is that more lives have not paid forfeit to lack of 
foresight in providing substantial relief for the strain on this pivotal 
thoroughfare. ; 

The one feasible method of accomplishing this relief lies in so 
improving some street paralleling the length of Peachtree as to divide 
the traffic. Spring street seems to be best adapted for relieving the 
pressure on Peachtree, and the resolution of council indicates it for 
the contemplated improvement. One pre-eminent advantage it pos- 
sesses is that it has no car tracks, and probably will never have 
them, as there is a line on each side. 

But the street is a matter of detail. The necessity for speedily 
selecting some avenue, and placing it in the proper condition, is the 
paramount requirement. 

The first steps have been taken. Council and the city authorities 


should not relax their efforts until a route paralleling Peachtree is’ 


an accomplished fact. 

While residents in the adjacent territory, business men having 
trade relations with them, and the dwellers on the street itself have 
an equal interest in speedy action, the city-at-large is the factor most 
vitally interested. 

Peachtree, trom Five Points to the county line, is the most heav- 
ily traveled street and road in Atlanta and Fulton county. Regard- 
less of whether they live on or near it, or do business with areas 
adjacent, thousands upon thousands of Atlantans from all the wards, 


not to mention visitors from every part of the country, use this thor-' 


oughfare so heavily as to make its upkeep and its protection a mat- 
ter of interest to every citizen. 3 

That is why the relief of the menace of congestion on Peachtree 
is a community problem.

WHITE TAKES GATE 
AS CHIE JUSTICE 


He Is: Ninth Man to Preside 
Over the Supreme 


Court. 


Washington, December 19.—Edward 
Douglass White, for sixteen years an 
associate justice of the supreme court 
of the United States, today became the 
ninth chief justice of the nation. The 
oath ef allegiance was administered by 
Associate Justice Harlan just before 
the court took its place on the bench. 

The new head of the court, obviously 
embarrassed, marched into the court 
room to his usual place on the bench, 
in his capacity as an associate justice. 
As he took his seat he smiled at his 
wife, who sat in a reserved Seat be- 
side his brother, James White, of this 
city, and other relatives. } 
Presiding Justice Harlan, who has 
headed the tribunal since the death of 
Chief Justice Fuller last July, an- 
nounced after orders of the day had 
been made public, that Justice White 
had been appointed chief justice of the 
United States, was present and ready 
to take the oath. He extended the 
congratulations of the court to the new 
chief justice, and directed Clerk Mc- 
Kenney to read his commission. 

This done, the presiding justice 
turned to his right, where sat the new 
chief justice, and, in the presence of 
the standing gathering, administered 
the judicial oath. The senior justice 
bowed the chief justice into the chair 
at the head of the court, extended’ his 
personal congratulations, and himself 
resumed his old seat at the right of 
the chief justice. 

For the first time in history, an as- 
sociate justice had been elevated to 
the chief justiceship, and for the first 
time a president and senate of one 
political party had honored a member 
of a rival party by placing him at the 
head of the highest court in the land.

inthe tenth ward; Frank Wilby to suc- 
ceed Sime Einstein as park commis- 
sioner from: the third ward; O.. C. 
Fuller to succeed W. M,. Slaton as 
trustee of the Carnegie library from’ 
the fourth ward; Frank G. Lake, fourth 
ward, W. E. Dunn, third ward, and 
Ww. J. Davis, eighth ward, to succeed 
themselves as members of the water 
board.

TO CONDUCT FIELD WORK 
FOR DAIRYING IN GEORGIA 


Editor Constitution: The State Col- 
lege of Agriculture announces through 
its department of agricultural exten- 
sion that Mr. J. W. Hart, of the dairy 
division, United States department of 
agriculture, has been assigned to con- 
duct fleld work in dairying with head- 
quarters at the State College of Agri- 
culture, Athens, Ga. Mr. Hart comes 
to us highly recommended, and has had 
extensive practice in all lines of dairy 
work in different parts of the country, 
including seven years in the southern 
States. Here the problems that con- 
front the dairymen are entirely dif- 
ferent from those found in the north- 
ern states, the natural advantages be- 
ing on the side of the southern dairy- 
man, and to help him to take hold of 
these opportunities within his gragp, ts 
the object of this extension work in 
dairying. While dairy farming is an 
attractive line of work to some on ac- 
count of their having a natural in- 
born liking for cows, the great and 
increasing demand for milk and but- 
ter, and the consequent higher prices 
of these articles are causing many to 
turn their attention toward dairying 
as a source of income. 

Every farmer who lives at home and 
wants to board his family at the same 
Place should see that his table is al- 
ways bountifully supplied with milk 
and butter, and if he goes about it 
properly there is no kind of animal 
food so cheaply produced and so well 
calculated to noufish strong, healthy 
boys and girls, Georgia’s best crop. 

One of the problems confronting the 
Georgia farmer is the improvement of 
his soil so that it will grow more and 
better crops. Here and there all over 
the state a farmer is found who is 
solving this problem through the aid 
of the dairy cow, and these men have 
bigger and better crops and corre- 
spondingly greater profits than their 


neighbors who keep to the old method ! 


of farming as much as possible with- 
out live stock, and whose income goes 


> 


|to buy those things that they could 
more economically grow at home. 
Mr. Hart’s work will be done 
through the department of agricultu- 
ral extension, and his services are at 
the command of the Georgia dairymen 
through the length and breadth of 
the state. By dairymen is meant not 
Only those whose main occupation is 
dairying, but everyone who owns a 
cow that he wants to make produce 
milk at a profit. Among the problems 
that he will help dairymen solve are: 
The laying out of the farm with spe- 
cia] reference to dairying, the feeding 
of cows to produce milk at the lowest 
possible cost, the breeding of better 
dairy cattle by a systematic method 
of testing to weed out the inferior 
cows that are eating up the profits of 
the herd, the building and filling of 
silos, the planning of the stable in - 
order to’ secure the maximum of effi- 
ciency and comfort for the man and 
the cow with a minimum expense, the 
building and remodeling of dairy build- 
ings and milk houses, the manage- 
ment of co-operative enterprises 
among dairymen; in fact, to help in 
every possible way where help is need- 
ed in solving any and all dairy prob- 
lems.

OF ITS CONGESTION 


Plans *were formulated at ea meeting 
of the forsyth street property owners 
yesterday afternoon in the chamber of 
commerce, to relieve Wuaitehall street 
of its congested condition by carry- 
ing a large part of the traffic now 
passing through Whitehall through 
Forsyth street. 

it was pointed out during the meet- 
ing that Forsyth street has on it sev- 
eral very prominent buildings, the new 
postoffice, the Terminal Station, a 
popular theater and other important 
structures, and that by bringing part 
of the Whitehall traffic through. For- 
Syth, it would cause the rents on 
Whitehall, which are now § steadily 
mounting, to remain a reasonable 
rate. 

Three minor improvements would 
have to be made to Forsyth street: To 
remove the narrow openings at the 
ends of the viaduct and the bad 
grades of Hunter street and at Broth- 
erton street. 

The Brotherton street property own- 
ers who were present, when asked if 
they would expect damages from the 
city for the damage to their property 
from the raising of the grades at 
these two streets, said that they 
would make no claims, as they 
thought that Atlanta needed the im- 
provements. 

Both Captain James English and 
Samuel Inman were strong advocates 
for the improvement of the street. 
The latter called attention to the fact 
that if the openings in the viaduct 
leading to the railroad, which leave 
only 8 feet on either side for the 
passage of vehicles, were closed, the 
traffic, which now finds difficulty in 
passing these points, would naturally 
flow up and down Forsyth street, au- 
tomatically solving the-problem. Mr. 
Inman expressed himself as willing to 
help in the matter of raising the 
grades. ” 

The plans suggested received the 
approval of those present, among 
whom were the largest property own- 
ers of the street. Another improve- 
ment suggested was the erection of a 
“White Way,’’ the meeting deciding to 
discuss this after more necessary im- 
provements are, made. 

A motion to request council, to close 
the openings at either end of the via- 
duct was approved. The chair also 
appointed a committee composed of 
A. D. Greenfield, James W. English, 
T. M. Armistead, R. G. Campbell and 
J. T. Avery to get the opinions of all 
the remaining property owners in re- 
gard to the suggested grades at the 
two streets, to go over the matter 
with the city engineer and to present 
this matter also to the council.

OF AUTO SPEEDWAYS 


Move Is Made by Auto 
Men—Atlanta on the 
Circuit. 


New York, December 19.—The forma- 
tion of a grand ciroult of automobile 
speedways is being urged by manufac- 
turers here. and a definite movement 
looking to the organization of such 
a circuit will probaply be made during 
the season of winter automobile shows 
early next year. 

The advocates of the circuit scheme 
point out that one of the biggest items 
of expense in the racing business for 
manufacturers is caused by the long 
jumps about the country that have to 
be made to take in the leading meets. 
If a circuit ig arranged, they say, so 
that teams could go fro.n one track to 


the other, making short jumps, in a 
definite order, the Dublic would proba- 
bly become more conversant with what 
is being attempted and the manufac- 
(turers would be able to reduce ex- 
penses materially. A more genuine 
participation in racing events would 
also be possible, and many more mak- 
ers would be able to enter. 

Under this scheme racing at the be- 
ginning of the year would be conducted 
on the Pacific coast at Santa Monica, 
San Francisco and Seattle. From the 
coast the racing “stables” would jour- 
ney to the middle west. Chicago, 
Cleveland and other tracks thereabouts 
would follow naturally in the circuit 
and then the racers would come fur- 
ther east. Buffalo and New York would 
get the meets tl ereafter for a time, and 
then would coma tne racing in Phila- 
delphia. With the coming of autumn 
the racers would move onto Atlanta, 
New Orleans and Texas points, with 
the year ending at Ormonde and Jack- 
sonville.

New York, December 19.—Thc cot- 
ton market was not active today, but 
prices ruled very steady within a few 
points of the session's high record, on 
a scattering demand from shorts and 
some fresh buying which, apparently, 
reflected confidence in @ bullish cen- 
sus report at the opening tomorrow 
morning.

Worlg shipments were 1,000,000 bushels 
larger than at the corresponding last 
year, but 3,400,000 bushels less than 4 
week ago. The Argentine was offering 
freely for early shipments, and there 
were reports of good outlook for Rus- 
sia and Australia. In both Canada 
and the United States the visible Sup- 
ply exhibited a liberal incregse against 
a decided falling off twelve months 
back. On the other hand, crop com- 
plaint from the southwest seemed to 
be assuming a more serious aspect, 
and there was constantly before trad- 
ers the bogey of a big open interest 
on the long side. 

The upshot was to keep traders most 
of the time in a state of suspense. May 
fluctuated between 95% and 95%, with 
the close \c down at 95%. 

Shipping and export demand for corn 
today was the poorest of the season.

DIRECTOR GENERAL 
OF POSTAL SERVICE 


Washington, December 19.—For the 
first time the house of representatives 
today put into actual practice the new 
rule adopted just before the close of’ 
the last session, whereby on “suspen- 
Sion Conday” motions to discharge a 
committee from further consideration 
Of a public bill and to place the bill 
On the calendar shall have precedente 
over motions to suspend the rules and 
bring in some particular bill. 

As a result thereof the reading was 
begun of a bill for the’ revision and 
codification of the postal laws. This 
provides for a practical reclassifica- 
tion of the postal service and for’ the 
appointment of a director general of 
posts. The latter would be a perma- 
nent government official, being subject 
to dismissal for cause only, and would 
be the practical manager of the en- 
tire postoffice department. This would 
not dispense with the cabinet position 
of postmaster general, and the latter 
would be the real head of the de-/| 
partment, giving his attention, how- !
